prison pen at Salisbury, N. C., on the 
2d day of August, 1803. There were five 
of us, all of whom had been captured at 
the same time, aud we reached the pris­ 
on in May. 
In all prison pens the inmates paired 
off at least, and in many instances four, 
five or six men formed a sort cf close 
corporation. 
Ail clothing, blankets, 
money and other articles went into a 
common fund, and the men shared alike 
in the comforts aud discomforts. It so 
happened that none of us was despoiled 
when captured, and on entering the 
gates of Salisbury we had $90 in cash, 
each a good blanket and a full uniform, 
and we were thus enabled to live in far 
greater comfort than the great majority.

canteen and the handles of a skillet 
were our tools for digging. As we had 
noticed that every visit of the searchers 
was made in the afternoon or evening 
we began and prosecuted our work in 
the forenoon. 
After a couple of weeks 
some digging was made after IO o’clock 
at night, but we never felt safe whi'o 
thus engaged. 
When the tunnel proper 
was begun, two men were working at 
the same time below ground. A third 
stood watch at the door, and the fourth 
and fifth carried away the dirt. 
The tunnel was three feet below the 
surface and but a trifle larger than a 
m an’s body. The digger had to pull 
himself in ’ y using his elbows, and he 
drew after him a tin basin and a string. 
The dirt was placed in the basin and 
drawn out by the man in the shaft. 
Crawling into a hollow log is fun com­ 
pared to waggling in and out of such a 
tunnel. The body shuts out all the air, 
the place is stifling hot, and after half 
an hour’s work the strongest man is used 
up.

\ "B en Butler and I met in the rotunda 
c f the capitol,** remarked Mr. Sayers, 
chairman of the appropriations com­ 
m ittee of the last house, to a Star writer 
one day, “ the last time I saw him. It 
-was not long before the old g en eral 
death, and the occasion, if I remember 
correctly, was some appearance he had 
py make before the supreme court in the 
case of the Chicago anarchists. 
As I 
shook the old man’s hand my memory 
traveled back to a time when Butler’s 
sam e was the one I liked the least and 
B utler’s hands the last ones into which 
I cared to f alL 
“ I was rather young, a mere boy, in 
Toxas when the war broke like a storm. 
Naturally, with my geography, I went 
'with the Confederacy. I was in the ar­ 
tillery. One day we captured a battery 
of three brass guns. It was given to me 
to command, and the day I got that bat­ 
tery was the proudest day in my life. 
Then as I look back it still seems to me 
th at those six brass field guns were the 
most beantiful things that I ever saw. 
i 
“ Of course I was full of ardor. 
I 
burned to do something with my bat­ 
tery. Such was my anxiety to get into 
trouble with those guns that I dragged 
a couple over to the Mississippi—we 
were in Lonisiana at the time—and 
pulled on a fight with a stray gunboat 
belonging to the Yankees which I found 
prowling around. We had a sharp, spit­ 
fire time of it for a few moments, when 
rn lucky shot from one of my guns tore a 
bole in her in such a fashion that it let 
th e river in, and she filled and sank. I 
vsns excessively proud of the achieve­ 
ment. 
“ Butler had New Orleans at the time, 
and, among other things, was running 
the papers. Later I read an account of 
m y brush with tho gunboat in one of 
B utler’s journals. It could not be called 
a e unbiased statement. It reviled me as 
a mat t abandoned and bloodthirsty chor­ 
iste r and declared that even after the 
gunboat surrendered I kept on pouring 
shot into her as if my one purpose in 
life. was wholesale murder. Of course 
th is was not so. I wouldn’t have fired on 
anybody after he had hauled his flag 
down, and besides that I didn’t have the 
ammunition to waste. 
“ After I rejoined the rest of my bat­ 
tery following the exploit of the gun­ 
boat I hunted trouble with the Yankees 
more zealously than ever. One day I 
w as fully gratified. We were still in 
louisiana. The sun came up one morn­ 
ing and found some 10,000 of us facing 
a largely superior force of Yankees. We 
couldn’t have crawled out of a fight even 
were we so disposed, but no one suggest­ 
ed any retreat. The fact was we felt 
Spite cocky and were full of a belief 
fhat we could whip the invaders. The 
fight began, and I soon had my heart’s 


wisn. i was m a pecK ox trout)ie witn 
the Yankees, I and my battery. I had 
succeeded in attracting the attention and 
getting a hearing, as it were, from three 
Yankee batteries all at once. They were 
a reasonably brisk outfit, and it didn’t 
take them a minute to get my range. 
Then it began to rain sorrow and hail 
despair for my battery. 
“ To show yon how hot those Yankees 
made it one only need to say that they 
wounded or killed 40 of my 66 men and 
dismounted two of my brass beauties in 
80 minutes. 
Yon might have planted 
corn where my battery stood when they 
got through, it was so plowed and har­ 
rowed by the Yankee fire. 
“ I was in the thick of the battle. I 
was standing near the No. I gun. A 
man of the name of Thompson was 
stepping forward with a shot in his 
hands to load. Without a word or cry he 
suddenly fell forward on the gun and 
then slipped to the ground, limp as a 
wet towel . A cannon ball had tora 
through his chest. 
‘ ‘ I ordered a man to his place. Before 
he was there a moment a fragment of 
shell from out of the sky struck him on 
top of his head, and he fell dead by the 
side of Thompson. It was such a whirl 
of smoke and roar that I couldn’t tell 
what was going on at the other guns, 
much less in other parts of the field. I 
had been ordered to hold my position 
and had made up my mind to hold it 
while a gun and a man of my battery 
held together. I ordered another to take 
the place of the second lying dead under 
the gun. This man got there just in 
time to receive a rifle bullet in his 
mouth. It came out under his ear. This 
man, however, didn’t dia I met him 
years after the war. 
“ Three men were all that were avail­ 
able for this especial duty. 
They were 
dead and wounded and gone, and I took 
the post myself. I don’t know how long 
it was—whether one minute or ten 
when, without the slightest feeling of 
pain or warning, I was hurt, my legs 
gave way, and I sank to the ground. At 
the same instant an explosion like 40 
batteries all uniting in one discharge 
broke loose just to the rear of me. A 
column of fire and smoke shot towarc 
the sky, as if a volcano had been loosec 
by tho general jar and din of battle. It 
w » my ammunition wagon. I bac 
2,000 rounds of ammunition in a big 
army wagon. It had been placed about 
50 yards to the rear of my battery. 
When we opened the fight, I had made 
up my mind to stay, and I ’d brought up 
all my ammunition, resolved to win or 
lose right there. A shot from the Yan­ 
kees had exploded i t That was the vol­ 
cano. 
“ As I look back I ’m not sure but the 
chance explosion of my ammunition 
wagon saved what was left of*jne anc 


my battery. The smoke swept down and 
covered us up like a fog. 
The Yankees 
ceased firing on us. 
They probably 
thought we were wiped off the face of 
tho earth in the explosion. As the smoke 
drifted on, while it became clear about 
the battery, it hung like a blanket be­ 
tween us and the enemy and acted the 
part of a shield. The Yankees couldn’t 
see us, so they didn’t shoot. 
“ Two of my men came along and 
dragged me to the rear, out of the way 
of immediate harm. 
“ ‘Are you hurt, captain?’ asked one. 
“ I told him I couldn’t telL That was 
■ ;he extent of my information. 
‘He tore open my coat and vest. My 
shirt was white, and save for powder 
stains and the general grime of battle it 
was white still. Not a drop of blood 
reddened it. I held up my left boot. 
‘ ‘Pull off that boot,’ I said. 
‘The boot, a high cavalry sort, came 
off. Not a twinge of pain, not a color 
of blood. 
‘At this point I broke into a perspi­ 
ration. A fear seized me, the like of 
which has never overcome me since. 
Had I fainted away in the midst of bat­ 
tle and in view of two armies? I felt no 
wound, was tora by no pain. 
It came 
over me like some dream of horror that 
was unhurt and had fainted, and that 
in the sequel of the story I would bf 
branded a coward from one end of the 
war to the other wherever soldiers built 
a campfire. 
“ I held up the right boot to be re­ 
moved. A cupful of blood ran out. I 
was never so glad to see anything in my 
life. I would not have taken gold for a 
single drop of it, such was the relief it 
brought. I had been pierced through the 
ankle by a rifle ball. 
“ When night fell, while we still held 
our lines, we were whipped. It had be­ 
gun to rain, with a sad, hopeless driz­ 
zle that took the heart out of a man. I 
was lying on some blankets in one cor­ 
ner of a negro cabin. Over in another 
comer, under a blanket, lay my dearest 
friend, dead. All about were wounded 
men. The doctors had turned the place 
into a hospital. At last a doctor whom 
I knew came in. 
“ ‘Never while I ’m alive,’ I replied. 
‘I’m too young to talk about going 
through life on one leg. * 
“ Then he told me the army would 
have to retreat that night; that he had 
no ambulances, no means of transporta­ 
tion. The wounded, including myself, 
would have to be left behind. They 
would be prisoners to the Yankees. 
“ All at once, like a landslide, I 
thought of Butler and that newspaper 
account of my firing on the gunboat aft­ 
er it had surrendered. I made sure But­ 
ler would hang me like a dog, once he 
got hands on me. It was at this juncture 
when I determined he shouldn’t get me. 
I was as strenuously against hanging as 
against amputation. 
“ We were on an old sugar plantation. 
Before the fight I’d seen some rough, 
two wheeled sugar carts. I made them 
hustle about and get me a mule, a negro 
and a sugar cart. They bandaged my 
Ipg and put me in. Tho last thing the 


doctor ma was to give me a two trance 
bottle of morphine and show me how to 
take it. Then he said ‘Goodby,’ and I 
could see that he thought it was forever. 
He probably figured that if the Yankees 
didn’t kill me the morphine wonld. 
“ All that night, all the next day, all 
the next night that rongh cart jolted on 
through the rain. For a whole 36 hours 
I lived on morphine. At last we got to 
Shreveport. When I was lifted out of 
the cart, my ankle was swollen to ele­ 
phantine size. But I escaped Butler, and 
I had not fainted away in battle, and 
these two reliefs almost made the rest 
easy. I got blick into Texas, and at last 
was well again. As soon as I could sit 
in a saddle I was back with my battery 
again in time to take part in a campaign 
against General Canby—who was after­ 
ward killed by the Modoc Captain Jack 
—in New Mexico. We left Texas with 
over 3,200 men, and on our return eight 
months later mustered 
fewer than 
1,000 **■—^Washington Star.

th a t all m ight know exactly w hat was 
said. 
The published extracts are un­ 
satisfactory—as extracts always are— 
so The Gazette has secured a copy 
of the sermon. 
It is as follows: 


I plead not guilty. 
The accusation is th a t when I call 
m yself “ Christian” 
I “ steal” 
the 
name. 
It is said th a t this is not a 
“ Christian” church, and I am not a 
“ Christian” m inister and we do not 
proclaim a “ Chrisman” gospel. These 
charges have been recently preferred 
against us by distinguished lccal rep­ 
resentatives of the Christian church. 
I suppose th at if our accusers were 
better christians they would not have 
made these accusations, and if I were 
a better Christian I would pay no at­ 
tention to such unchristian conduct 
However, it seems best to me in the 
lace 
of 
recent 
events 
to 
Bet forth to you so clearly as I can 
the reasons why I am not a christian 
and w hat sort of a christian I am try­ 
ing to be. 
Kindly cXQiniue with me the mean­ 
ing of the word “ christian.” 
Look at 
it in a natural and simple way. 
Ex­ 
amine it as you would any other 
nam e. 
A friend told me recently that 
she was “ an Em ersonian.” 
W hat did 
she mean? 
She m eant th a t the life 
and 
character 
and 
teachings 
of 
Emerson had power over her life. 
So w ith a man who calls himself a 
“ Calvinist.” 
Why? 
Because 
the 
teachings of Calvin have power over 
his life. 
A Platonist is a man whose life and 
thought have been influenced by the 
life and thought of 
Plato. A Sweden- 
borgian is one who loves and cherishes 
th e teachings of Swedenborg. 
Now these are sim ilar words used in 
a sim ilar way. 
I am a christian b e­ 
cause the life and character and teach - 
ings of Jesus have power over my life 
and influence, my character and teach 
ings. 
Christianity is ju st th at—the power 
of Jesus as realized in the life of a man. 
C hristianity is necessarily a personal 
m atter. 
A real christian is one over 
whose personal life the teaching* of 
Je6UB have a direct and personal influ­ 
ence. 
A man cannot be a christian 
until he knows the life and character 
and teachings of Jesus, and having 
know n them he feels their beauty an d 
strength and tru th . 
A 
man 
who 
knew 
nothing 
of 
Plato 
could 
not 
be 
a 
Platonist. 
A 
m an 
who 
had no knowledge of Emerson could 
n o t realize in his life the power of the 
teachings of Emerson. 
And so ignorance of Jesus—unfa­ 
m iliarity w ith his life and teachings, 
incapacitates one for christianity. 
It is not enough to know Jesus as he 
is reflected, modified and either ideal­ 
ized or corrupted in the life a rd teach­ 
ings of some third party. 
A man for 
example, m ight be a thorough-going 
Calvinist w ithout being a christian; 
m ight yield his intellectual assent to 
th e teachings of Calvin and never feel 
th e power and beauty of Jesus' life 
and thought. 
Or a W esleyan—a man could give 
over his 
life 
into 
the 
services 
of 
the 
church of 
John 
Wesley; 
m ight 
say 
Wesley 
is 
rig h t 
and never know or realize the dlrec- 
and personal control of the divine car­ 
penter's son. 
To be a real christian we m ast have 
a personal sym pathy and love for 
w h at Jesus was and taught. 
Here is the secret of 
the cruel, 
w asteful and unchristian dismember­ 
m en t of the 
church. 
People have 
come to care fcr Jesus only at second­ 
hand. 
Lutherans w ant Jesus as Luther 
represented him to be. Calvinists w ant 
Jesus as Calvin represented him to be. 
W esleyans w ant Jesus 
as Wesley 
represented him to be. 
Papists w ant 
Jesus as the popes have represented 
him to be. 
Episcopalians w ant Jesus 
as 
he 
is 
represented 
in 
the 
T h irty -n in e Articles and Prayer Book. 
As a result christianity has been di­ 
luted and polluted w ith Romanism or 
Calvinism or some other ism until the 
re a l Jesus has been lost sight of and 
and in his place we have a collocal 
theological mystery 
W hat the churches demand is not 
belief in Jesus, b u t assent to doctrines 
about Jesus. 
Lutherans 
have confi­ 
dence in the things which L uther an­ 
nounced w ith regard to Jesus. 
Cal­ 
vinists profess Calvin's doctrines about 
Jesus. 
And so it goes throughout the 
whole range of our modern ecclesia? - 
tical pandemonium. 
The fact is we have today the sorry 
spectacle of a scattered, shattered 
church.Hence in Jam Bailie there are 13 
christian establishm ents, each calling 
itself “ christian” and each esteeming 
its own christianity som ewhat more 
ebristian than the christianity of ary 
other. 
Good christians in one church 
are not eligible to membership in 
any 
other 
ehnrcb. 
A 
Calvin­ 
istic 
christian 
cannot 
work 
“together aw edly 
w ith 
a Wesleyan 
christian. 
A Baptist christian cannot 
w ork together sweetly w ith an Epis­ 
copal christian. 
A Romanist c h ris t­ 
ia n calls ail of us “ heretics ” 
W hat 
i s the m atter? 
I do not know unless 
is t i a t o a r “ ch ristian ity ” has be­ 
aume very ai ehiistiaa. 


All Souls church 
—w hat 
right have they to this sacred name 
“ christian?” 
Are they thieves th at 
they should “ steal” from orthodoxy 
this name? 
Do they merely appro­ 
priate the title 
and pretend 
to be 
“ christians” while 
in fact they are 
only infidels and 
free thinkers and 
atheists? 
And w hat right has a man 
who dares to beach “ mere m orality” 
to call himself a christian? 
These are the questions which have 
been flung in my face. 
And I have 
this to say in reply th at I call myself 
“ christian” because I love and wor­ 
ship Jesus and 
am 
strengthened 
and inspired by the heroic character 
of his life and 
wide sym pathy and 
humanness of his teachings. 
I am |a “ christian,” because the life 
and teachings of 
this R&dienb Jew 
have power over my thought and life. 
I am a “ christian” because from w hat 
I know of Jesus I am compelled to ad­ 
mire his spirit of heroic loyalty to 
w hat he thought was true. I am com­ 
pelled to admire His straightforw ard 
openness and his unflinching fortitude 
I like the style of the man; I like His 
way of 
ssyiDg, “ To this end was I 
born and for this end did I come into 
the world th at I m ight bear witness 
to the tru th .” 
I like His willingness 
to “ eat and drink with publicans and 
sinners.” 
I like the way He treated 
th at bad woman, who by the way was 
not near so bad as the pious wretches 
who wanted to have her punished. 
When these real good churchmen— 
the Scribes and Pharasees, brought 
the woman to Jesus and asked Him to 
pronounce judgm ent againt her, he 
said, “ You churchmen, if any cf you 
are as good as you pretend to be, 
fling stones a t 
her.” 
He 
knew 
they 
were 
not 
w ithout 
sin. 
He knew they were hypocrites. 
And 
they knew th at he Knew it. 
And 
like whipped curs they sneaked away. 
And then the great-fouled Gallilean 
said “ N either do I condemn chee; go 
and sin no more.” 
I like th at sort of 
a man, 
I love Jesus because he had confi­ 
dence in men. 
He was in sympathy 
with all classes but most of all w itn 
the common people who heard him 
gladly. 
I like the way he said “ The 
whole need not a physician, but they 
th at are sick,” “ I am come to seek 
and to save th at which was lost.” 
I 
like the sermon on the mount, especi­ 
ally th at part of it which tells us to do 
our praying in secret and not to Use 
vain repetitions to be heard of men. 
And th at part about charity which 
says we must not give alms iu order 
th at men may 6ee how generous we 
are. “ Do not let the right hand know 
w hat the left hand doeth.” And more 
than th a t I like th a t great word “ Be 
ye therefore perfect as God is perfect. 
T hat is the most sublime ideal ever 
placed before man. 
Do not rest con­ 
tent until you have made 
yourself 
Godlike.” 
I like Jesus because of hi6 catholicity, 
his liberality. 
Once on a time John 
said to JesuB “ We saw a man casting 
out demons in thy name, aud we for­ 
bade him, beoause he followed not 
with us” (He was not orthodox, he 
belonged to another church) and Jesus 
said to John, 
“ Forbid him not, he 
th at is not against you is for you.” 
I 
like that. 
Jesus was broad. 
He did 
not insist upon everyone following in 
one way. 
There was room in the 
world for anyone who could in auy 
way help others. 
I commend that inci­ 
dent to the careful and prayerful consid­ 
eration of our "orthodox" friends who 
are so much disturbed over the pretended 
christianity of this church. 
I like w hat Jesus said about the 
way to worship God. 
“ God is spirit, 
and they th a t worship him must wor­ 
ship him in spirit and in truth. 
The 
hour cometh and now is, when neither 
in this m onntain nor yet a t Jerusalem 
shall 
ye 
worship 
the 
Father.” 
Jesus saw 
th a t 
genuine 
wor­ 
ship was 
not a mere 
perfunctory 
celebration. 
He 
saw 
th at true 
worship was 
possible 
every whet e 
and a t any time if there was only the 
spirit of sincerely. 
I like the way Jesus opened his 
heart to his friends before he was 
taken prisoner. 
He said “ A new 
commandment I give unto you th a t 
ye love one another; even as I have 
loved you, th a t ye also love one an­ 
other. 
By this shall all men kuow 
th a t ye are my disciples, if ye have 
love one for another.” 
This was Jesus' way of summing up 
his teachings to his friends when he 
saw th at the end of his life among 
them was at hand. 
This is the most 
definite and unm istakable declaration 
Jesus ever made. 
“ By this” (This is 
the Ie t. 
No other label or trade 
m ark is necessary) 
“ By this shall 
all men” (Not just the rest 
of your 
church members—not just your p artic­ 
ular friends. 
But everybody. 
The 
people who deal with you. 
The pea 
pie who don't go to your church ) 
“ By this shall everybody know .” 
(No 
guess work. 
No w aiting for yon to 
repeat ihe Apostles Creed. 
No exam­ 
ination of ecclesiastical credentials.) 
“By this shall everybody know that ye 
are my disciples—i f ye have love one to 
another. ” 
I w ant to affirm this morning my 
complete and hearty endorsem ent if 
that statem ent. 
There is not a word 
I w ant left out, not a word, I w ant 
to add. 
T hat is enough. 
When yen 
crowd 
into 
th a t 
statem ent the 
theological and ecclesiastical ideas a f 
the popes and M artin L uther and John 


Calvin and John Wesley and the West 
m inister Confession and the Thirty - 
nince Articles, you spoil it. 
If Jesus 
bad intended to add anything more, 
do doubt he would have done so. 
He 
said, and said it plainly, th at this was 
the simple test of christian disciple­ 
ship by which all men could know cer­ 
tainly who His disciples really were— 
“ if he have love one for another.” 
If it is true th at these are the words 
of this divinely human Man of Naza­ 
reth. 
I w ant to 6&y th at so far as 
these words go, I give them my em­ 
phatic and loyal absent. 
I believe in 
the law of Love, and th at all the law 
that is of any account is summed up 
in love. 
“ Love is the fulfilling of the 
law .” 
I believe in any man who believes 
thorougly in love. 
I believe the chief 
duty of man is to love one another. 
“ Not in words, 
neither 
w ith >he 
tongue, but in deed and in tru th .” 
I 
believe th at “ love is of God.” 
I be­ 
lieve th at “ every one th at loveth is 
begotten of God, and knoweth God.” 
I believe th a t “ if we love one another 
G odabidethin us.” 
I believe th at 
“ Ho th at aoideth in love abideth in 
God, and God abideth in him .” 
I be­ 
lieve that[“ God is love” and lore is God 
I believe th at there is no fear in love 
but perfect love casteth out all fear.” 
I believe th at 
when a man says “ I 
love God” and hates his brother, he 
is a liar. ”1 believe one “ who hates his 
brothers whom he hath seen, cannot 
love God whom ho hath not seen.” 
I 
believe th at love is 
the “ greatest 
thing in the world.” 
I believe th at “ Love never faileth.” 
“ W hether there be prophecies, they 
shall be done aw ay.” I am not so sure 
about prophecies. 
The churches are 
not so sure about them either. 
They 
cannot agree 
about the prophecies. 
But the prophecies shall be done away. 
“ W hether there be tongues, they 
shall cease ” 
I am not so sure about 
“ tongues.” 
Those supernatural and 
superhuman and superrational oracles 
and shibboleths of ecclesiastical reli­ 
gion I have my doubts about. 
I am 
iuclined to think th at Paul was right— 
“ They shall cease.” The sooner, the 
better. 
“ W hether there be knowledge, it 
shall be done aw ay.” 
Our knowledge 
is never 
a 
definite, 
permanent, 
unalterable 
quantity. 
It 
is 
fragm entary, incomplete, 
partial. 
By the very constitution of our human 
nature we know only th a t we*may 
know 
more. The 
facts 
of 
this 
universe are so nearly inexhaustible 
th at there is no likelihood of any one 
man cr any set of men ever having 
knowledge th at will not in time pass 
away into a larger, fuller knowledge. 
If Christianity consists in prophecies 
and supernatural tongues or mani­ 
festations and in knowledge cr formu 
lated affirmations I am not a Christian 
I agree with Paul th at these things 
are not perm anent, They do not abide 
—they are 
subject to 
alteration. 
They are not a Aid enough to build 
on. The ecclesiastical superstructures 
which rest upon doctrinal deflnitons 
and thee logical distinctions can not 
w ithstand the 
progress of 
human 
thought. 
We are children—we are 
growing 
toward 
manhood. 
We 
speak and think and feel now in 
an immature m anner. 
We have many 
things to learn. 
We are duty bound 
to keep our minds open to the living 
voices of infinite wisdom which speak 
tcday, or else God is dead or dumb. 
We cannot formulate God's truth. 
It is 
too large, too deep, too good for the 
mind of man to reduce it to a form of 
words which can safely be trusted as 
“ the truth, the whole truth, and noth­ 
ing but the tru th .” 
I am a christian, but I am not a 
christian cut and dried. 
I am not a 
hardened 
christian. 
I am not a 
christian bigot. 
Christianity to me is 
a growing life and not a petrified dog­ 
ma. 
Christianity is a power which 
workB for righteouiness in individual 
lives, and not a liturgical performance 
perpetually reproduced in celebration 
of past events. 
Paul was right. 
“ Now we see 
through a glass dimly, now we know 
in p art.” 
The time has not yet come 
for us to close our eyes, as though no 
new vision could be had. 
The time 
has not yet come for us to stop our 
questioning and our reasoning and 
our hearing,as though we had reached 
a wisdom so vast as to include the in­ 
finite. 
No, we are to keep our minds free and 
our hearts open and our wills submis­ 
sive. 
If we will follow truthfully, 
the spirit of tru th will lead us into all 
truth. 
But there is something else to 
do beside singing and praying and 
preaching. 
We must study. 
We must 
“ give diligence to add to our faith vir­ 
tue; aud to our virtue, knowledge ” 
If our faith is without virtue, or w ith­ 
out knowledge, its power for good is 
paralized. 
I believe th at christianity is sirious^y 
^ c h ristlik e when it is concentrat­ 
ed into a creed and all men are given 
the choice to accept the creed and be 
saved; or to reject it and be damned. 
My christianity is different from 
that. 
It does not depend upon ac­ 
cepting cr rej d i n g any doctrine. 
My christianity is something th a t ex­ 
ists in spite of doctrine?. It is higher, 
hum aner, diviner. It is alife devoted 
to loving fellowship and helpful kind­ 
ness large enough to embrace every 
soul of man irrespective of all other 
considerations whatsoever. 
I believe th a t “ there abideth faith, 
hope, lore,” 
Not a faith, mind you 


Not a hcpe, mind you. 
Not a hope 
for some, and no hcpe for others. 
Not a particular craving for a particu­ 
lar blessing for a particular people. 
“ There abideth hope." 
Hope in the 
largest sense. 
Hope for all. 
Hope 
w ithout exclusion or partiality, 
I be­ 
lieve in faith and hope and love—these 
three. 
They are the abiding things. 
But the greatest of these is love. Faith 
is empty and futile w ithout love. 
“ Though I had all faith so as to re­ 
move mountains, but have not love, I 
am nothing. ” 
Ic is love that counts. 
It is love th at is the supreme thing in 
all religion. 
Love is the universal 
possession. 
Our faith varies. 
Our 
hopes may divide. 
But love unites. 
For my part I insist upon nothing 
but 
love. 
If 
a 
man 
has 
love 
the God of love abidetb in him. 
If a 
man has love, he is a Christian in 
the largest sense. 
I have faith and 
hope in love. 
I believe th a t love con­ 
quers sin; annihilates selfishness; de- 
stroyes injustice and creates heaven. 
I know how tame, how weak, how 
commonplace such christianity Beems 
to the theological and ecclesiastical 
world. 
I know bow their lips would 
curl at such unchurchly 
platitude?. 
Christianity as it has been organ­ 
ized and elaborated by the churches is 
something very different from w hat I 
have called my christianity. 
Ecclesi­ 
astical Christianity says: 
“ Do you feel yourself a 
sinner? 
Are you conscious th at you are alto­ 
gether uuw orthy of God's mercy? 
Do 
you believe in Adam’s fall we sinned 
all?” 
Do you believe th a t “ all men came 
into the world under the just w rath 
and curse of God?” 
Do you believe th at “ God is free in 
consistency with the infinite perfec­ 
tions of his nature to save none, few, 
or man / or all according to the sover­ 
eign good pleasure of his will? 
Do you believe th a t “ man eau be 
saved from his utterly lost and help­ 
less conditian only through the free 
and sovereign grace manifested in the 
voluntary offering of the Son of God 
to redeem and restore the 
ruined 
race?” 
Do you feel your need of a 
Saviour? Will you accept Christ as 
“ the o riy name under heaven given 
among men, whereby ye must be 
saved?” 
Do you believe th at “ God, 
from all eternity has foreordained 
whatsoever comes to pass,and yet man 
is free to accept or to reject God's of­ 
fers of mercy?” 
Do you accept the bible as “ the only 
infallible rule of faith and practice?” 
“ Do you believe in “ the Trinity of 
the Persons in the Godhead?” 
“ Do you believe in “ the sacra­ 
ments?” 
in the Apostolic succession? 
in the Apostles' creed? 
All this and more is christianity 
as it has been form ulated and estab­ 
lished by one or another ecclesiastical 
organization. 
To attem pt to find a 
straight road through the interwoven 
complexities of dogmatic theology is a 
herculean labor which not one church­ 
man out of ten thousand ever dreams 
of undertaking. 
Why am I not a christian? Not be­ 
cause I do not accept Jeeu9 but be­ 
cause I do not accept him in this or 
th at particular way according to this 
cr th at particular creed. 
It is not 
Jesus they w ant us to believe in, but 
their theories in regard to him. 
It is 
not enough to love Jesus and open 
your heaxt to the beauty ard tru th of 
his life a rd teachings. Y’ou must 
look upon him as God—“ God, the 
Son” 
dying to appease the w rath of 
God the Fainer. 
You muBt look upon 
him as “ the Lamb of God which tak­ 
eth away the sins of the w orld.” You 
must believe in “ the Immaculate con­ 
ception” and “ atoning death” and 
bodily resurrection.” 
Yon must be­ 
lieve th at Jesus is a t the right hand of 
God, seated on the throne, w aiting to 
come and judge the quick and the 
dead. 
I confess it openly. 
I cannot be­ 
lieve the strange doctrines which have 
been devised by the theological ex­ 
perts of ecclesiastical 
christianity. 
Tried by their standards I am guilty. 
I am net a christian of the Calvanistio 
type, or of the Anglican type, or of 
the Romanish type. I am not a christ­ 
ian according to Methodism or Lath* 
anism or Adventism. 
I am not sure 
even th at I am a U nitarian christian. 
At least if I am it is only in the larg­ 
est sense. 
What sail? me best is just 
to feel th at Jesus was as true and as 
faithful and as helpful in his time and 
place, as I ought to be in my time and 
place. 
I love and honor and worship 
any man who does his best and whose 
sympathies are wide, 
whose love is 
deep, 
whose ideas are high and who 
lives his life out in an earnest, hum an 
God-like way. 
When I say I believe in Jesus, th a t 
is w hat I mean. I believe in His spirit 
of sympathy and service. 
I believe 
in His high and open honesty. 
I be­ 
lieve in His willingness to die rather 
than prove 
disloyal to 
His 
own 
thought. He was a Saviour, a Saviour 
in a real sense. 
Such a character la 
any place cr in any age is a saviour, 
because he i9 like a light on a hill 
which drives away darkness and saves 
from gloom; 
he is like salt in the 
earth which drives away mould and 
saves from stagnation. 
He is like a 
breath of 
life which stirs hearts to 
purer thoughts and awakens dorm ant 
minds to higher resolves and nobler 
ideas. 
Christianity is not a narrow, j >alons 
or im patient religion. 
Because a 
man 
believes 
in 
Jetus, he is 
not 
under obligation 
to. disbe ieve 
ic 
everybody else. 
Because the beauty 
of his life and the grandeur of his 
heroism compel oar adm iration, it is 
not our duty to scorn ail other beauty 
and turn shut eyes to 
all 
other 
heroism. 
The love of a man like Jesus 


not a christian in the sense of not be­ 
ing anything else. 
I am not bitten 
and gone mad w ith the party spirit. 
I do not believe th a t Jesus expected 
his followers to 6hut 
their hearts 
and blind their eyes and tu rn their 
backs upon all but him. 
I am not a christian in the cense 
th at I believe Jesus knew all th at ever 
could beknow n or taught 
all th at 
ever could* be taught. 
He did not 
demand th at we should refuse to grow 
in knowledge and to progress in wis­ 
dom. 
Because a man i3 a Christian he is 
not compelled to leave scientific study 
and rationsl research alone. 
In fact 
the more intelligent a man 
is the 
more intelligently can he understand 
and enjoy the teachings of Jesus. 
Here is a great mistake, a 
serious 
error. 
Somehow our theological de­ 
fenders of the faith have left the 
im­ 
pression th a t science is anti-christian, 
th at other religions are antichristian, 
th at reason is 
anti-christian, in 
a 
word th at anything th a t is not openly 
and avowedly and only Christian must 
be opposed to Christianity. 
This is a great mistake. 
A 
man 
who 
has 
studied 
Darwin 
and 
Spencer, 
who 
has 
m astered 
the 
highest thought 
of the scientific- 
world is not less christian but more 
christian, because from the mastery 
of the evolutionary 
philosophy he 
comes to cee how perfectly natural 
and reasonable such a man as Jesus 
really is. 
He sees how 
the great 
moral and social 
forces operating 
through long ages tend to produce 
under certain circumstances a certain 
type of spiritual genius. 
A reverent, 
scientific study of human development re 
veals the naturalness and humanness of 
what in Jesus is most divine and spir­ 
itual. 
He was not the only great soul who 
lived to lift the thoughts of men to 
heights enblime. 
To the serious stu­ 
dent of history it is plain to ba seen 
th a t no m atter where nor no m atter 
when, similar causes produce similar 
results—and all causes and all results 
inter-blend. 
Every 
man 
who 
is 
born 
into 
life 
is 
the 
result of the one creative force mod­ 
ified aud developed by the conditions 
of thought and life by which his birth 
is preceeded. 
Jesus was a product of 
the spirit of his age, 
a child 
of cir­ 
cumstances, and as such can only be 
understood in bis relation to the times 
and conditions then prevailing. 
So 
with Confucius, so w ith Buddha, so 
w ith Abraham Lincoln, so w ith yon. 
There is a divine power moving in all 
nature and la all history. 
la fact all 
power is divine, "Allpcwer is o f God."

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T he New E ngland custom , w hich has 
been adopted throughout t ho U nited States, 
of appointing a special day, the last Thurs^ 
day in November, of T hanksgiving and 
prayer, is now ob­ 
served, I th in k , 
by every denom i­ 
nation, 
services 
being held in the 
m orning in all tho 
churches. 
These 
services are m uch 
less attended, how­ 
ever, 
th an 
they 
form erly were, be­ 
cause the day has 
recently lost favor 
theologically or re­ 
ligiously and gained favor socially. 
Peo­ 
ple who feel th a t they should give th an k s 
to any supernal power m ay not recognize 
any one day m ore th an another for so do­ 
ing, and consequently m ay refrain from 
observing any special day. 
W hatever the 
cause, T hanksgiving has lost m uch of its 
p o p u lar hold so far as ecclesiastic cere­ 
m ony is concerned. 
B u t as a day for the 
reunion of kindred, near or remote, a t a 
b o u n tifu l dinner it is highly revered, and 
th e beautiful custom m ore and m ore wide 
followed. New E ngland has been called 
th e brain, som etim es the conscience of the 
republic. I t has cert ainly done a good deal 
to w ard settlin g the land. New E nglanders 
have im m igrated all over th e land. 
T he custom is so hum an, so benevolent, 
co attractiv e th a t descendants of the D utch, 
G erm ans, H uguenots, 
Scotch-Irish and 
other raw s th a t have also peopled th e re­ 
public have im i­ 
tated 
the 
New 
E n g lan d exam ple 
and found enjoy­ 
m en t and strength 
and fresh inspira­ 
tio n in it. 
In 
New E n g ­ 
land in th e early 
days religion was 
m ostly theologies 
thoalogic pure and 
sim ple, a th in g of 
entire faith, of a b ­ 
solute dogma, the 
vigorous interpre­ 
tatio n of certain 
in t en sc I y earn e st 
m en w ho felt them selves called upon to 
expound th e Scriptures. 
They considered 
it th eir bounden duty to be m ercilessly 
logical, w h e th e r < r not they offended rea­ 
son or shocked hum anity. It m attered not 
if they portrayed the D eity tis a m onster. 
H e was*what-* lie w as: what the eternal 
w ord declared him to be. 
There could be 
no palliation cf the word. 
If God ap­ 
peared pitiless, cruel, m alignant, he was 
really ju st, good, com passionate, and they, 
in their narrow ness and bigotry, labored 
to reconcile those glaring contradictions. 
T hank nut are and com m on sense, this so 
called religion, the m ost depraved form of 
theology, has long since grow n obsolete. 
Its existence at any tim e seem s to the last 
quarte? of the century altogether im possi­ 
ble. 
D uring the last 50 years, the w hole 
entreated world, th e western world es De­ 


em ny, has grow n 
less and less theo­ 
logical and more 
and 
m ore 
reli­ 
gious. We see th is 
continually on ev­ 
ery sido. 
Creed is 
no 
longer 
fixed 
and binding. The 
sense of duty to 
our fellows, 
the 
spirit of charity has strengthened and ex­ 
panded u n til every class and every individ­ 
ual, however alien or hum ble, is now in ­ 
cluded. 
We are beginning a t last to rec­ 
ognize th a t m ankind is b u t one vast h u ­ 
m an fam ily; 
th a t vice and crim e arise 
from stress of circum stances rath er th an 
from malevolence or deliberate choice; 
th a t people are not so w icked as they are 
u nfortunate and need cheering, sym pathy, 
developm ent. 


The governm ent of the world, tho reg­ 
ulation of the entire cosmos, we now see, 
is dependent on law, unvarying and eter­ 
nal. 
The “ special interposition of P rovi­ 
dence,” of w hich we hoard so m uch in tho 
beginning of the century, is now generally 
rejected by tho thoughtful. WTe believe to­ 
day th a t a m an, w hether sain t or sinner, 
w ill be drow ned if ho fall into deep w ater 
if ho cannot swim and there be nobody to 
rescue him . 
M iracles are not credited to 
any extent, although theologians m ay still 
proclaim and vouch for them . 
Conse­ 
quently special thanksgiving for recovery 
from illness, for a stroke of good fortune, 
for unexpected avoidance of evil, is not 
nearly so com m on as it has been, unless as 
a cerem onial of the churches. 
The spirit 
of t Ii a u kfulness 
rem ains, if the act 
of 
thanksgiving 
has 
become less 
frequent, though 
im a n y m ay not 
know to whom or 
to w hat 
to 
he 
th an k fu l. T hank­ 
fulness, gratitude, 
satisfaction, glad- , 
ness th a t anything x - 
tlesirable has hap­ 
pened or th a t any­ 
th in g undesirable I r i s not happened are 
substantially the same. The sole difference 
is in term s—the feeling, express it as wo 
may, is universal. 
B ut w hat is desirable 
to one m an m ay not be to another. 
W hat 
we regard as blessings often prove curses, 
as apparent curses often prove blessings. 
E verything m ust be judged by tim e. There 
is a m ystery in all events, an inscrutable* 


j ness in the happenings of every day. 
| 
We are ta u g h t th a t life is a boon; th a t 
we should be thankful, grateful, satisfied, 
glad (as you w ill) th a t we have been born. 
B u t everybody does not regard it as a 
boon, as we are aw are from the m any 
who are alw ays destroying them selves, and 
from the earnest adverse opinions we are 
ever hearing in respect to it. Lifo is little 
in itself—it is w hat we m ake of it, w hat 
we th in k of it. 
We should all love it, 
doubtless, if we could have it on our own 
term s, but how very few of us do or can 
so have it! Nevertheless, the great major­ 
ity of men enjoy Ute and will frankly say 


as m ucn. 
rro n an iy tney do not think, 
about it; they sim ply accept it. 
If they 
should th in k about it. they would be dis­ 
contented. 
Looking a t m en’s lives in tho 
m ass, from a purely rational point of • 
view, they w ould seem wretched. 
B u t 
they are not. 
We m ust take their own 
opinions on the subject. 
E verym an m ust 
judge of life for him self, and his judgm ent 
is final, irrevocable. 
C ircum stances do 
not determ ine w hat his lifo is. 
H is lifo 
hangs on his tem peram ent. 
We all re­ 
m em ber the eastern story of the gloomy, 
hopeless grand vizier who had every cart li­ 
ly possession. 
H e consulated for relief an 
ancient sage, who told him th a t he should 
wear the sh irt of a happy m ortal. 
The 
happy m ortal, after wide, diligent search, 
was found. 
Ho w as so very poor th at he 
had no shirt. 
A m ong m ankind there are optim ists and 
pessim ists, w ith hosts betw een those tw o 
extrem es of every 
shade 
of theory 
a n d 
conviction. 
E verything 
th a t 
occurs is not for 
tile best, any m ore 
th an it is for the 
worst. 
Schopen­ 
hauer, th e founder 
of m odern pessi­ 
m ism , m aintains th a t th is is not only 
the w orst w orld th a t has ever existed, but 
tho w orst possible w orld th a t could exist. 
T his is palpably absurd. 
How could he 
tell, who, so far as his consciousness ex­ 
tended, had experience of b u t one world. 
Despito the assum ptions of pessim ists, 
no hum an being is or can be so m isera­ 
ble th a t he could not be m uch more m iser­ 
able. 
It is im possible to im agine a case; 
hence every hum an creature should be 
th ankful, grateful, glad (this, I suppose, to 
be the correct theory of thankfulness) th a t 
ho is not so u n fortunate as he might. be. 
F or com fort, for consolation, he should keep 
in m ind somebody whoso condition is more 
deplorable th an his. 
lf ho should break 
ono leg, he should be th an k fu l th a t he did 
not break both, 
lf he should lose his for­ 
tune, let him rejoice th a t he still retains 
his health. 
If his house should bu rn 
down, he m u st not forget th a t some of his 
fu rn itu re has been saved. 
If his father 
should die, his m other survives. 
If he 
have a bilious fever, he m ight have had 
typhoid. 
If ho has had no food for 36 
hours, it m ight have been 56. 
H e who is 
born to poverty, w ith a delicate constitu­ 
tion, w ith defective senses, w ith a bad dis­ 
position, m ay still felicitate him self, for 
he m ight not have been born a t all or he 
m ig h t have been a tw in. 
There is some 
k ind of com fort in everything, if we look 
a t it rightly. There is calico for th an k fu l 
ness in all conditions, if w e w ill bring to 
m ind those whose conditions are still more 
deplorable th an ours 
I t is vastly better to th in k well th an to 
th in k ill of ourselves and our circum ­ 
stances; to believe th a t w e are better off 
th an m ost of our fellows; to hold th a t we 
have 
cause 
for 
g ratitu d e 
a n d 
thankfulness. No 
m atter, if we do 
overrate ourselves 
ever 
so 
m uch. 
O verrating helps 
us in the b attle of 
existence; affords 
us strength and 
confidence. 
V an­ 
ity is alm ost as 
great a sustainer 
as 
hope, 
which 
keeps all of 
us 
al£^. Optimism is a thousand tim es pref­ 


erable to pessim ism , 
i t is to ne aouDteci 
if an)” one is thoroughly a pessim ist or 
can be. 
To th in k th a t we owe som ething 
to others, to causes th a t we have not creat­ 
ed, saves us from selfishness, the deepest 
vice of hum anity. 
T hankfulness is the 
m ost fertile source of altruism , the spring 
by w hich the w orld is to be redeemed, aud 
altru ism is grow ing steadily. We m ay not 
need a special day to retu rn thanks. 
A ll 
days should be thanksgiving days.

W hy Some M ushroom s A re Poisonous. 
The greed of gain, regardless of con­ 
sequences, is one of the dangerous ele 
ments in business life and is never more 
clearly brought out than in the culture 
of mushrooms. It is well understood 
that mushrooms grown on old pastures 
are wholesome and delicious—of course 
taking it for granted that they are fresh­ 
ly gathered and properly prepared. The 
London Lancet has an interesting article 
on the subject of growing mushrooms 
and calls attention to some points that 
are worthy of the notice of health au­ 
thorities and housekeepers. The mush 
room is a very low order of organization. 
It flourishes on old manure heaps anc 
is capable of taking up a large amount 
of the material from which it derives its 
existence. 
Clean and carefully handled manure, 
with a fair amount of old sod and earth, 
grows healthful plants, but in some large 
cities garbage and filthy matter of a1 
sorts is used in the preparation of the 
beds. Microscopic investigation has re­ 
vealed the fact that the cap of the mash 
room is so constructed that it can ab 
sorb from the manure vapors which are 
dangerous poisons. The little fringes 
underneath the cap are therefore little 
more than storehouses of poisons, 
would be well worth while for consum 
ors of mushrooms to find out from where 
they receive their supplies, and if other 
than clean and wholesome materials are 
used to discard them altogether.—New 
York Ledger.

“S alt is good,” will grant us a bless­ 
ing if, instead of taking a text from the 
Bible, I take for my text this letter 
from Cincinnati, which is only one of 
m any letters which I have received 
from young women in New York, New 
O rleans, San Francisco, London, E din­ 
boro, and from the ends of the earth, 
all im plying th at having some m onths 
ago preached the sermon on “Advice to 
Young Men,” I could not, w ithout neg­ 
lect of duty, refuse to preach a sermon 
on “Advice to Young Women.

H eaven deliver the church and the 
world frcun any one of these styles of 
alew woman. 
She will never 
come. 
I have so much faith in the evangelis­ 
tic triumph and in the progress of all

never arrive. She would hand over this 
world to diabolism, and from being, as 
she is now, the m ightiest agency for 
the world’s uplifting, she would be the 
m ightiest force for its downthrust.

That gives the young woman who gets 
that position superiority over all rival- 
-ies, all jealousies, all misfortunes, all 
health failings, all social disasters, and 
all the combined troubles 
of 
eighty 
years, if she shall live to be an octo­ 
genarian. 
If the world fails to appre­ 
ciate her she says: “God loves me, the 
angels in heaven are in sympathy with 
me, and I can afford to be patient until 
the day when the im perial 
chariots 
shall wheel to my door to take me up 
to my coronation.” If health goes, she 
says, “I can endure the present dis­ 
tress, for I am on the way to a clim ate 
the first breath of which will make me 
proof against even the slightest dis­ 
comfort.’' If she be jostled with pertur­ 
bations of social life she can say, “Well, 
when I begin my fife among the thrones 
of heaven and the kings and queens 
unto God shall be my associates, it will 
not make much difference who on earth 
forgot me when the invitations to th at 
reception were made out.” 
All right 
with God you are all right w ith every­ 
thing. 
M artin Luther w riting a letter of con­ 
dolence to one of his friends who had 
lost his daughter, began 
by 
saying, 
“This is a hard world for girls.” I t is 
for those who are dependent upon their 
own wits and the whim s of the world 
and the preferences of hum an favor, 
but those who take the eternal God for 
their portion not later than 15 years of 
age, and th at is ten years later than it 
ought to be, will find that while M artin 
L uther’s letter of condolence was true 
in regard to many, if not most, with re­ 
spect to those who have the wisdom, 
and prom ptitude, and the earnestness 
to get right with God, I declare th at this 
is a good world for girls. 
Advice the Second: Make it a m atter 
of religion to take care of your physi­ 
cal health. 
I do not wander that the 
Greeks deified health and hailed Hygeia 
as a goddess. I rejoice that there have 
been so many modes of m aintaining and 
restoring young womanly 
health in­ 
vented in our time. 
They may have 
been known a long tim e back, but they 
have been popularized in our day—lawn 
tennis, croquet and golf, and the bi­ 
cycle. 
It always seemed strange and 
inscrutable th at our hum an race should 
be so slow of locomotion, when creat­ 
ures of less im portance have powders of 
velocity, wing of bird or foot of ante­ 
lope, leaving us far behind, and while 
it seems so im portant that we be in 
many places in a short while, we were 
weighed down with incapacities, and 
most men if they run a mile are ex­ 
hausted. or dead from the exhaustion. 


It was left u n til the last decade of the 
nineteenth century to give 
the speed 
which we see w hirling through all our 
cities and along the country roads, and 
w ith that speed comes health. The wo­ 
men of the next decade will be health­ 
ier than at any tim e since the world 
was created,while the invalidism which 
has so often characterized womanhood 
will pass over to manhood, which by 
its posture on the wheel, is coming to 
curved spine and cramped chest and a 
deformity for which another fifty years 
will not have power to make 
rescue. 
Young man, sit up straight when you 
ride. 
Darwin says the human race is 
descended from the monkey, but the 
bicycle will turn an hundred thousand 
men of the present generation in phys­ 
ical condition from man to monkey. For 
good womanhood, I thank God that this 
mode of recreation has been invented. 
Use it wisely, modestly, C hristian^. No 
good woman needs to be told w’h at at­ 
tire is proper and w hat behavior is 
right. If anything be doubtful reject it. 
A hoydenish, boisterous, masculine wo­ 
m an is the detestation of all, and every 
revolution of the wheel she rides is 
towards depreciation and 
downfall. 
Health! 
Only those know its value 
who have lost it. The earth is girdled 
w ith pain, and a vast proportion of it 
is the price paid for early recklessness. 
I close this though with the salutation 
in Macbeth: 
Now good digestion w ait on appetite 
And health on both. 
Advice the Third: 
Appreciate your 
m other while you have her. 
It is the 
alm ost universal testimony of young 
women who have lost their mother, 
th a t they did not realize w hat she wTas 
to them until after her exit from this 
life. Indeed, mother Is in the apprecia­ 
tion of many a young lady a hindrance. 
The m aternal inspection is often con­ 
sidered an obstacle. 
Mother 
has 
so 
m any notions about th at which is prop­ 
er and th at which is improper. 
It is 
astounding how much more many girls 
know at 18 than their m others at 45. 
W ith w hat an elaborate argum ent, per­ 
haps spiced with some 
tem per, 
the 
youngling tries to reverse the opinion 
of the oldling. 
The sprinkle of gray 
on the m aternal forehead is rather an 
indication to the recent graduate of the 
female sem inary th at the circumstances 
of to-day or to-night are not fully ap­ 
preciated. 
W hat a 
wise 
boarding- 
school th at wrould be if the mothers 
were the pupils and the daughters the 
teachers. 
How well the 
teens could 
chaperone the fifties. Then m others do 
not am ount to much anyhow. They are 
in the way, and are always asking ques­ 
tions about postage m arks of letters, 
and asking, “who is th at Mary D.V” 
and “where did you form th at acquaint­ 
ance, Flora ?”and “where did you g etth at 
ring, M yra?” 
For m others have such 
unprecedented 
means 
of 
knowing 
everything—they say “it was a bird in 
the air” th at told them. Alas, for that 
bird in the air. W ill not some one lift 
his gun and shoot it. 
It would take 
whole libraries to hold the wisdom 
which the daughter knows more than 


ner motner. “ W'ny cannot 1 nave this?” 
“W hy cannot I do th at?” And the ques­ 
tion in many a group has been, although 
not plainly stated, “W hat shall we do 
w ith the mothers, anyhow? They are 
so far behind the tim es.”

B etter ap­ 
preciate your m other before your ap­ 
preciation of her will be no kindness to 
I her, and the post-mortem regrets will 
be more and more of an agony as the 
years pass on. Big head-stones of pol­ 
ished Aberdeen, and the best epitaphs 
which the fam ily p u t together could 
compose, and a garland of w hitest roses 
from the conservatory are, often, the at­ 
tem pt to atone for the thanks we ought 
to have uttered in living ears, and the 
kind words th a t would have done more 
good than all the Calla lilies ever piled 
up on the silent mounds of the ceme­ 
teries. The world m akes applauditory 
ado over the work of m others who have 
raised boys to be great men and I could 
turn to my book-shelves and find the 
names of fifty distinguished men who 
had great m others; Cuvier’s mother. 
W alter Scott’s mother, St. B ernard’s 
mother, Benjam in W est’s mother. But 
who praises m others for w hat they do 
for daughters who make the homes of 
America? I do not know of an instance 
of such recognition. 
I declare to you 
th at I believe I am uttering the first 
word that has ever been uttered in ap­ 
preciation of the self-denial, of the 
fatigues, and good sense and prayers 
which those m others go through who 
navigate a fam ily of girls from the 
edge of the cradle to the school-house

Its ravages were felt from Denver 
and Helena to Buffalo and Pittsburg 
and from Nashville and Memphis to 
St. Paul and Duluth. Trains have been 
blockaded and greatly delayed, to the 
great inconvenience of 
the 
people; 
telegraph lines have been down and 
communication cut off more completely 
than at any period in the history of the 
telegraph as an auxiliary of the press, j 
while the meager and fragmentary re- j 
ports from the outside world received \ 
by the newspaper offices by the most ’ 
roundabout ways imaginable show that 
disaster was widespread and in many 
instances appalling. 
Aside from the great damage done to 
vessel property on the lakes, which is 
fully 
covered 
in 
our columns, re­ 
ports from Kansas, Nebraska, Wyom­ 
ing and South Dakota and other graz­ 
ing states in the blizzard’sp ath indi­ 
cate that the loss of life among the 
herds will be great. From Ohio comes 
the story that the village of Cygnet 
has been blown away and that thou­ 
sands of oil derricks had been leveled, 
entailing a loss upon the petroleum in­ 
terests amounting 
to 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of dollars. 
At Louisville and along the Ohio river 
scores of coal-laden barges were torn 
from their moorings by the combined 
wind and current and carried down 
stream to certain destruction and con­ 
sequent loss to the owners of vessels 
and cargo. At Franklin, Ind., the city 
hall was blown down. At Montpelier, 
Ind., scores of oil. derricks were razed 
and many houses were unroofed, leav­ 
ing their occupants at the chilling mer­ 
cies of the storm.

later appears che advertisement of a 
“daily line of four horse post coaches, 
from Milwaukee to Galena, through 
in three days.” 
One month later still, the partner­ 
ship between Alden & Stoddard was 
dissolved by the withdrawal of the 
junior partner and 
thereafter the 
Gazette was under the exclusive CDn- 
trolof Mr. Alden, “a gentlemon well 
qualified by talent and education 
to 
conduct the paper in 6uch manner as 
to give satisfaction to its superiors. 
Mr. Aldeg is a true, unwavering Whig 
not tinctured in the slightest degree 
with those corrupt and base political 
organizations” continues Mr. Stod­ 
dard, in his valedictory, “ which now 
distracts some parts of our country, 
under the head of “Nativism” and 
“ Abolitionists.” 
A d v ertisers W ere A ctive. 
The issue of December 6 contains 
the notice of dissolution, the pries 
current of the markets, published for 
the first time, and a notice that “ the 
Rev. Mr. Wheelock, (Universalist) will 
preach at the school house, on the 
east side of the 
river, on Saturday, 
the 6th inst., at early candlelight.” 
In the following issue, December 13, 
the firm name of “ Alden & Tompkins” 
as publishers, and “ Henry G. Gratton” 
as printer, appear, and the editor 
(Levi Alden) in commenting upon the 
change, declares that the policy of 
the paper aud its editorial utterances 
shall be as heretofore,*an advocacy of 
those great principles on which we 
set out, choosing to anchor our politi­ 
cal faith as a well known and well 
tried conservative policy, rather than 
launch into the unknown sea of spec­ 
ulation aud experiment.” 
The advertising increased under the 
new management, and 6uch were the 
means employed by the d^y goods, 
grocery and drug programme artificers 
to attract patronage, that failure to 
do so must have been an exceptional 
case. 
As an instance, the following 
poetic communication to E. H. Ben­ 
nett, whose store was prominent in 
those days, will illustrate the idea 
more perfectly than the pen of a ready 
writer:”
